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Animal rabies has remained California 
for over years. Epidemic peaks the disease have 
with periods low incidence. From 1923 
1944 the epidemic peaks regular seven- 
intervals. Thus 1923 there were 1,092 cases 
animal rabies, 929 cases 1930, 2,172 
1937, and 909 cases 1944. Since 1944, there has 
This year, however, the trend being reversed 
the number cases reported the first weeks 
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this year have already exceeded the state total for the 
entire year 1951. the light the cyclical nature 
the disease, the present flare-up California 
therefore viewed with some concern. 

With total cases animal rabies reported 
California through May 31st this year, Los 
Angeles County cases represent nearly percent 
the state total. Eighty percent (41 out 51) the 
total number cases dog rabies reported the 
State have occurred Los Angeles County. the 
remaining cases dog rabies, have been reported 
from San Diego County and each from Santa Bar- 
bara and Imperial Counties. Alameda County has 
reported rabid skunk, Imperial County rabid cow, 
Napa County rabid skunk and with rabies, 
San Diego rabid cat, Sonoma County also has re- 
ported rabid skunk and Ventura County rabid 
skunks. 

Los Angeles County dogs, cats, cow, 
weasel and gophers bring the total number rabid 
animals reported that county through May 31st 
cases compared cases reported for the entire 
1951. Five cases January and Feb- 
ruary, cases March, April, and additional 
eases were found through May

Four these children 
had been bitten stray dogs. Adults often ignore the 
inherent danger dog bites. the entire group 
fatalities, either refused treatment for themselves 
did not seek treatment when bitten. Ten these 
adults had been bitten stray dogs. 

Nine the cases dog rabies this year Los 
Angeles County were strays. Any animal which 
permitted run large danger contracting 
rabies. This animal turn can pass the disease 
other animals and man. The family pet which per- 
mitted roam the streets just liable infection 
the homeless, wandering dog. 

the lack concerted action establish- 
ing rigid dog control legislation, rabies has continued 
prevalent this State. Animals other than dogs 
have played only minor part the continuance 
the disease here. Ownerless, wandering, and 
cinated dogs are menace where rabies prevalent. 
Vaccination dogs known useful adjunct 
the dog control program; such vaccinated animals 
allowed freedom movement. 

generally agreed that good rabies control pro- 
gram should the following principles: (1) the 
registration licensing all dogs, (2) the mainte- 
nance adequate pound system and, (3) the anti- 
rabies vaccination all dogs allowed large. 

These measures have proven effective the 
control the disease other areas. They have already 
been endorsed the California Conference Local 
Health Officers, the California Medical Association, 
and the California State Veterinary Medical Associa- 
tion. Accomplishment the control rabies Cali- 
fornia depends primarily upon educating the general 
the importance these measures and 
securing widespread cooperation their execution.

Study Congenital Syphilis 

study congenital syphilis California, reported 
State Department Health staff the Cali- 
fornia Medical Association its meeting Los 
Angeles, stresses early penicillin treatment prospec- 
tive mothers the obvious means preventing the 
transmission this disease their babies. 

two-year study 134 reported cases syphilis 
infants showed that percent these babies born 
with the acquired either because their 
mothers did not see physicians for prenatal care, 
else began care late pregnancy for diagnosis 
made and treatment through. another 
percent the cases, mothers had contracted syphilis 
during pregnancy and after their compulsory prenatal 
blood tests had been negative. Another 
cases came from infectious relapse, reinfection 
previously-treated mother, and false positive tests 
the baby. 

The study showed that most cases congenital 
syphilis the lower groups, with 
percent the total studied occurring the Negro 
and percent the Spanish-American population 
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groups. Seventy-four percent the congenitals were 
found among babies born county hospitals. 

Congenital syphilis syphilis the newborn infant 
can prevented treatment the pregnant mother 
with penicillin. California’s prenatal law, enacted 
1939, provides that all pregnant women shall have 
blood test for syphilis the time their first visit 
their physician within days thereafter. This com- 
bination routine blood tests for all pregnant women, 
plus penicillin treatment during pregnancy for those 
who need it, has been major factor the prevention 
syphilis newborn infants California during 
the past decade. While 955 cases congenital syphilis 
were reported the State Department Health 
1940, 348 were reported 1951. 

Since 1940 the number babies born California 
each year has increased over 100 percent, from 111,- 
840 1940 244,457 1950. Thus, 1940 one 
congenital syphilis infants was reported for each 
822 live births whereas 1950 there was one case for 
each 8,148 births. The department’s study was under- 
taken discover why infants continue born with 
syphilis California, even though great progress has 
been made protecting babies against this disease. 
Physicians and health workers with the tools presently 
available can prevent such tragedies almost entirely. 

Recommendations directed towards further reducing 
the congenital syphilis include increased 
efforts motivate women seek medical care early 
pregnancy the taking two blood tests for syphilis, 
one early and one late pregnancy those population 
groups which congenital syphilis occurs most fre- 
quently, and the retreatment women with penicillin 
during each pregnancy the blood test remains posi- 
tive.

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National Cancer Institute Issues 
Progress Report 


The National Cancer Institute the Health 
Service has issued report summarizing the progress 
its Cancer Control Branch from 1947 through 1951. 
They announce that all states, the District Columbia, 
Alaska, Hawaii, Puerto Rico, and Virgin Islands now 
have active cancer control programs. Grants-in-aid for 
control work total $17,300,000 the Fiscal 
Years 1947-1952. These funds made possible the estab- 
lishment and expansion many phases cancer con- 
trol work—cancer clinics services, tissue 
diagnosis, cytologic services, professional training, lay 
education, tumor registers, and other services. 


California Participation 


California State Department Public Health and 
the Los Angeles County Hospital were among the eight 
agencies the Country that obtained special project 
funds permit the extension education programs 
for pathologists through the establishment tumor 
registers and tissue slide loan services. 

The University California was one agencies 
granted funds for the evaluation case finding pro- 
cedures. The cytology training center the University 
California was aided National Cancer Institute 
funds were those five other universities the 
United States. 

Occupational and environmental cancer studies and 
surveys were granted support California and six 
other states. environmental cancer research unit 
being supported the University Southern Cali- 
fornia and two universities other states. The 
California unit investigating potential cancer-caus- 
ing environmental hydrocarbons related the petro- 
leum industry. 

Special investigations dealing with 
have been aided NCI grants the University 
California, the University Southern California, and 
five other agencies the United States and one 
Israel.
